BLOWN WITH DYNAMITE. 


How an Immense Leg Jam on the Kenne- 
ag bec River was Started, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Aveusta, Mz., June 22.—Efforts to break an im- 
mense jam of logs on the Kennebec have afforded 
excitement for a few days to people along the river 
above Fairfield. A great drive came out of the east 
branch of the Kennebec about tendays ago. When 
two miles below Indian Pond dam, the logs began 
to form a jam on the bend of the river where the 
banks are nearly one hundred feet high. It was 
not long before 10,000,000 logs were hung up in a 
great blockade. The drivérs in charge hoisted the 
gates at Indian Pond dam, and with a head of eight 
feet of water tried to force the jam through. The 
sndden rush of water broke the boom just 


above the jam and Iet down 2,000,000 
more logs upon the pile, but without forcing the 
blockade, The gates at the dam were then closed 
to raise another head of water. Other logs accum- 
ulated until an immense pile hale half a mile 
long and tossed high in the air, completely ‘id the 
river frem sight. Lumbermen climbed out to the 
head of the jam and deposited a large quantity of 
dynamite which was connected by wire with a bat- 
tery on shore. Early Saturday morning a sufficiént 
quantity of water had accumulated. The gates at 
the dam were opened anda head of ten feet sud- 
denly poured down through the valley. The great

was touched. There wasa tremendous explosion, 
Logs flew high in the airand a sudden shower of 
SDiinters fell for acres around. The jam started 
6n masse down the valley. There was a strange 
crashing and rumbling that grew into a roar as the 
immens> body gathered speed. The current runs 
at sixteen miles an hour fora long distance below 
where the blockade occurred and the logs, moving 
as a solid body, gained nearly that spee It was a 
strange sight. No water was to be seen, and the 
great black avalanche rushing through the valley 
with an uneartoly roar presented a spectacie 
which those who witnessed will long remember. 
Lumber men say there were fully 14.000,000 logs in 
the drive as it finally swept down stream. After 
the mass got in motion it stretched out so that its 
height above the water was about twenty feet, 
many of the logs riding down in an upright posi- 
tion. Many logs caugut upon rocks and projections, 
and were broken or ground to pieces.

The Life and Death of the Octogenarian 
Hermit of Shirley.

Boston, June 22.—Sumuner Hartwell, the octo- 
genarian hermit of Shirley, is dead.

The Games Run by Rich Stockmen—A 
Winner Disgraced by Jumping the 
Game—A Harvard Graduate Who 
Became a Crack Poker Player and 
Grew Rich—Some Big Games. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
Kansas Urry, Mo., June 18.—It is no trouble at all 
for a man who loves a good stiff game of poker to 
find it in Kansas City. There is, of course, a State 
law which makes the keeping of a gambling house 
a felony, but it is not enforced against poker club 
rooms, There is no faro east of the Kansas State 
line. The strictly professional gambling amounts 
to almost nothing, but there are some stockmen's 
games that would make cold chills run up the back 
of the average business man. I have seen $25,000 
cbhangs ownership in a little friendly game on hands 
which went back tothe pack without ever being 
seen. Unsuspecting people never dream of the 
extent of the poker mania. I believe if the * Posr- 
Dispatcn would bok it up, it would find that 
if the poker clearings were included in the weekly 


statements they would go a long way towards off- 
setting the loss of 300r40 per cent. that the me- 
tropolis is suffering. At all events it would be so if 
oker playing is as popular in St. Louis as it is in 
Kansas City. Woe untothe man who jumps the 
game. Thrice disgraced is he who jumps the game 
when he isthe winner. Five rich stoc« men hired 
a room in the St. James Hotel on a Friday night, a 
week ago. They had a po<er iay-out and the blue 
chips were worth $25, the red $10 and the white $5. 
IT WAS $10 ANTE AND NO LIMIT. 
The night flew away apace and morning 
dawned on the absorbed players. Some were 
poorer and some richer by thousands. Breakfast, 
and dinner and then supper were brought, but the 
play went on.

The Patient at Mt. MeGregor Greatly Im-

August Modis, a German Farm-Hand, 
Found Dead With a Wound in His 
Neck—Strong Circumstantial Evi- 
dence Pointing to the Guilt of Jacob 
Winkelman—The End of a Sunday- 
Night Spree-—The Supposed Mur- 
derer in Jail—Details of the Crime. 


The village of Bridgton on the Wabash, fourteen 
miles from‘the city, was the scene of an encounter last 
night which resulted in the death of August Modis, @ 
German farm laborer working for Christ Schroeder, 
who lives two miles from the town on the Missouri 
bottom road. The cutting, as far as could be ascer- 
tained this morning ocourred about 11:30 p, m., on 
the principal roadway of the village and was 
done by another farm hand named 
Jacob Winkelman, who works for Christopher 
Brady, a farmer living some three-quarters of a 


miie from Schroeder. There were no witnesses to 
the deed, but the circumstaatial evidence is very 
strong against Winkelman, as he was the last one 
in company with the dead man, and was found in 
possession of a knife capable of inflicting the fatal 
wound, and with traces of biood discernible on the 
blade, this morning. Modis, Wilke!man and another 
laborer named Rudolph Endres, who also werks at 
Schroeder’s, were in Bridgton together last night 

drinking and having a good time gener- 
ally. They drank freely at Solomon Siegier's sajoon. 
From there they went to Lewis Dehatre's and called 
for beer and drank three glasses. 

THEY WERE INTOXICATED, 

and wanted to play billiards, but Dehatre told them 

it was too late, that he wanted to close up. They 
called for more beer, Endre paying the score, Endres 
and Modis drank their beer, but Winkeiman went 
outside. The othertwo then went out and Dehatre 
started to close yp, when Winkelinan wanted to get 
back into the saloon, and began abusing Denatre. 


Dehatre stepped outside of the door, 
and as Winkelman began to abuse him 
by calling him a —— French———-, Dehatre 


struck him a back hand blow, knocking him down 
and then jumped back into the saloon, closing tlie 
door behind him, He says that Winkeiman thrust 
his hand into his ket as if to draw a weapon 
and from the testimony of those who saw him and 
bis own admission he had bis knife out at the time, 
he says, for the purpose of cleaning his finger 
nails, but when examined this morning they gave 
no evidence of such an operation, The three men 
after knocking at the door of the saloon started 
along the road. The only testimony relating to the 
piling from this time on was given by 
udoipb Endres, and he was nota witness to the 
deed. Hesaysthat he walked ahead ofthe two 
Other men and tried to persuade. them to go home, 
but they insisted on remaining in town. They 
stopped when about 100 yards from the saloon and 
he went on to the school house, some fifty yards 
further,and stopped to wait for Modis,calling out to 
him to come ahesd. He heard the two men 
quarreling aud heard Winkelman call Modis a 
Then all sounds ceased and he started 
back to get hig companion. When he came up to 
him @ negro mag and woman were standing 
near, Winkelman had smeerenres and Modis 
was lying by the roadside. He thought he was 
drunk and had fallen. He called to him, but re- 
ceived no answer, except a gurgling sound from his 
throat. He thought be was drunk, and putting 
his hand under his head attempted to lift him 
Then he discovered that , 
HE WAS BLEEDING FREELY, 
and that his own hand and sieeve were full of 
blood. The negro man and he ran back to the sa- 
loon and gave the alarm. Modis was carried into 
the saloon, but was dead before the piace was 
reached. His only wound was a deep knife 
cut in the back of tne neck, which severed the occi- 
putal artery. The citizens were aroused 
and search was at once made for the miirderer 
He had been accustomed to sleep in Mr. Brady's 
stable, but was not in his place. Descriptions of 
bim were wired to St. Louis and St. Charles, and 
the country around was scoured, but to no purpose. 
About 7 o'clock this morning word came from 
Brady's that Winkelman had come to the house for 
his breakfast. A posse of men consisting of 
William Dolan, William Heidon, W. D. Baker and 
Lewis Dehatre, atmed with shot-guns and re- 
volvers, went to apprehend him. He was at work 
in a meadow, turning hay with a pitchfork, but was 
arrested by Mr. Dehatre without trouble. When 
told that he was wanted for the murder he turned 
ala and trembled, but asserted that he had not 
illed Modis. He wastakento Bridgton in a wag- 
on. He insisted that he had no quarrel with Modis 
who was a partner of his, aud he had not cu 
him. He said that he left Modis standing 
in the road after trringto persuade him to go 
home. He himself had gone to Brady's, but con-

This remarkable sliding scale of values is 
made to benefit not an individual citizen but a 
corperation with a stock and bond capital of 
$49,000,000, owned chiefly by foreign million- | 
aires, and enjoying an annual net income of a 
million and a half of dollars. 


WE believe that St. Louis is the only city in 
the world where the property is as- 
sessed by the State for taxation at 
its full market value and at its full 
value as tested by rents or earning capacity, 
while the same State authorities avowedly as- 
sess real estate elsewhere at one-half or one- 


vastly below its market value or its true value 
as tested by the capitalization on which it 
earns a net income of over six per cent. 
In English cities the tax is laid on what is 
called the annual value, the rental or earning 
capacity of the property, not on its capital 
value as in American cities, Bristol, England, 
for instance, pays taxes amounting to $20 40 
per $1,000 of annual value, while Cincinnati 
pays taxes amounting to $25 82 per $1,000 
of capital value. Liverpool pays taxes amount- 
ing to $21 14 per $1,000 of annual value, while 
Brooklyn is taxed $26 per $1,000 of capital 
value. Oldham, England, pays $10 per $1,000 
of annual value, and Providence, R. I., $12 80 
per $1,000 of capital value. Comparing En- 
glish and American cities of about the same 
size it is found that the American cities are 
paying higher rateson the capital value of 
their property than , English cities are on the 
annual value or income of their property. The 
difference is.so great that the taxation per 
head in English cities averages only $3 69 and 
in American cities averages $14 18 per head. 
Here in St. Louis property ‘s taxed at 
a rate of $€25 50 pcr $1,000 of its 
capital value, and its capital value is so as- 
sessed that this rate is equivalent to $255 per 
$1,000 of its annual value. How can St. Louis 
manufacturers compete with English shops 
while carrying such arate? What tariff pro- 
can compensate for such onerous 
levies? What would the railroad owners say 
if their property was thus tated? While this 
crushing burden is imposed upon the industries 
of St. Lonis, the railroads of Missouri are taxed 
but $8 per $1,000 of their net annual earnings 
per mile!

Beer, Wine aud spirits, 
From the New York Evening Post. 

By reference to the reports of the Buraau of &ta- 
tistics of the Treasury, it appears that the increase 
in the consumptivn of disti‘led spirits, wines, and 
malt liquors in the United States since 1840, is, 
taken by decades on a scale of 100, as follows:

Tne year of 1880 was exceptional in the unusua 
amounts of domestic wins produced in the United 
States,as also in the unusual decrease in the produc. 
tion of distilled spirits, and therefore the average 
consumption for 1881-82-83-64, as aiso the statistics 
for 1884, are given. 

To correctly understand the above figures, it may 
be necessaty to expiain that, e, g., the amount of 
distilled spirits consumed in 1850 was 20 per cent 
greater than in 1840, and in 1884, 88 per cent greater 
than in 1840. So, too, the amount of wine con- 
sumed in 1884 was 581 per cent of the amount con- 
sumed in 1540, etc., etc., etc. Togetat the actual 
increase or decrease in the per capita consumption,

From these figures it would hardly appear a 
question of doubt as to whether wine or beer was 
to get the upper hand in this country. Whatever 
may have been the result from an ecenomica! 
point of view of this decrease in the use of distilled 
spirits, of which whisky is the type,and in the 
great increase in the consumption of beer amd of 
the light wines, there can be but little doubt that it 
has been beneficial tothe general cause of tem- 
perance and good order in the community, It is

KQUALIZATION. 
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Have the Railroad Interests Captured the 
_ Mafority of the Board? 
From Lebanon Sentinel. 

TheWailroad interests have most likely captured 
a majority of this Board of Equalization, notwith- 
standing the anti-railroad control sentiment stimu- 
lating the popular breeze that carried the Demo- 
cratic ticket through the jast election. 

This board is composed of Gov. Marmaduke, 
Auditor Walker, Attorney-General Boon, Secretary 
of State McGrath, and Treasurer Seibert. These 
gentlemen are afforded, by the report of the Rail- 
road Commissioners, an opportunity to render their 
administration a popular one with the people, 
but the stake for which the railroads 
are playing is so large that we have 
no hopes of their failure to secure the 
ends sought. The issue with the railroads must be 
made direct that the decision at the polis may not 
be evadea. The Commissiovers found from the 
official records of the different railway companies 
doing business in this State, that their joint net earn- 
ings for 1884 amounted to $10,500,000). Allowing 
them 10 per cent on their investment, the taxable 
value of the property was placed at $105,000,009. 
This was exceedingly fair to this class of invest- 
tors, when the fact is considered that the average 
anbual increase of wealth in the United States from 
a'l sources is jess than 3 per cent of the who'e. The 
Commissioners allowed them 10 per cent clear of all 
repairs and running expenses, while the average 


farmer, with equal intelligence, would be 
delighted to have assured to him 
10 per cent of the salary and per- 


quisites enjoyed by the average railroad president 
in return for both his time and monetary invest- 
ment. Yet the above quoted article gives it on the 
authority of a member of the State Board of 
Equalization that the purpose of that board is to 
assess the railroad property of the State that is 
stocked and a dividend collected on $265,000,000 at 
about $42,000,000. Last year the board assessed the 
same property at $38,000,000, but not in the face of 
@ sworn statement of three railroad commissioners 
to the effect that the property was worth for taxa- 
tion purposes $105,000,000. 


Chicago Ice-Cream. 

From the Uhicago Tribune. ; 

Not two blocks from the Tribune office there is 
an ice-cream mavufacturer who has the brazen ef- 
frontery to charge $3 a gallon for his ice cream, 
while on the same street, not ten minutes’ walk 
off, one can get the same ice-cream for twenty-five 
centsa gallon, regular price, delivered. That is 
ice-cream of the Saiwe name, 

A brief paragraph in alocal monthly “gives the 
snap away” to some extent. It says “a noted 
Chicago ice-cream manufacturer is prepared to 
supply Sunday-school picnics with ice-cream” 
made from the following recipe: To five gailons of 
skim milk, costing twenty cents, add half a pound 
of oleomargarine, a pound of corn starch, half an 
ounce of gelatine, and the requisite glucose and 
flavoring. 

But he is mistaken in several respects. That is 
not the way ice-cream is inade. It is much simp-er. 
Eight gallons of skim milk costs thirty cents; to 
this is added about half a dozen eggs, ripe, but not 
too ripe; six pounds of glucose; about five cents’ 
worth of a tart flavoring, made chiefly from acetic 
acid; then get the freezer to work, and the result is 
about fourteen gallons of the finest ‘“‘New York ice- 
cream” ever served behind the curtains of a dago- 
shop. Kk could be sold and delivered at twenty 
cents a galion and pay a handsome profit. 

There is the trifling drawback that these artific‘al 
flavorings which must of necessity be used in all 
cheap ice-cream may occasionally poision a picnic 
party. The acid unites with the metal of the ice- 
cream cans, and if it gets time enough, formsa 
corrosive sediment that is a deadly poison. And it 
must be confessea that when a picnic party is 
poisoned it throws a great damper on the pleasure 
of the occasion. 

Both the $1-a-gallon and the $3-a-gallon ice-cream 
men claim to use only pure cream and genuine 
flavors. Where ihe difference of price comes in 
it is hard to determine. The $3 man says his ice- 
cream costa him over $2 a galion and submitted 
the reporter a mass of figures to prove his case. 
The $1 man figures it out clear.y that he could use 
genuine cream, genuine copper-bottomed vanilla 
beans, at $10 a pound, and all the other simon- 
pure flavorings, and give the cream at that price or 
even less. 

But the 25-cent man is the ope Chicago can boast 
about. Probably within a week or two the city will 
be doing a Jarge export trade in ice-cream, witha 
special line of refrigerator-cars for the St. Louis 
market. 


Disinembering a State. 
From the New Orieans Picayune. 

The Mexican Congress has coolly dismembered the 
State of Jalisco, erecting the canton or county of 
Tepic into a Federal Territory. This procedure is 
opposed to all our ideas of State rights, but the 
Mexicans probably think it all right, although their 
constitution is modeled on ourown, The area of 
Jalisco is 39,163 square miles, and its population is 
956,689. The area of Tepic we do not know; the 
population of the town is about 10,000, and that of 
the county 127,802. It contains fifty-six mines. San 
Bias, the most tmportant seaport of Jalisco, is 
twenty-five miles west of Tepic; but on account of 
the unheal:hbfuiness of San Blas the Custom House 
was for many years located at Tepic. The Two 
Republics of the City of Mexico, reporting the 
establishment of the new territory, says that it is 
the smaliest territory in the world, but omits to 
state its area. The new Territorial Government, 
established with great particularity by Congress, 
will cost $118,87475 for the year 1885. Ali the 
branches of the public service are declared ruling 
in Tepic Territory the same as in the Federal Dis- 
trict of Mexico and the Territory of Lower Cali- 
fornia, with the important exception of the articles 
of the code of pena! procedure, which éntail trial 
by jury. A Supreme and subsidiary courts are set 
up, including pojice courts. The Two Republics 
says that the erection of the territory was “accom- 
plished without the slightest demur from the Jalisco 
Legislature, which refraiaed from objecting, moved 
by feelings of delivacy and decorum.” Imagine a 
Louisiana Legislature so refraining while a Florida 
parish was being made a Federal! Territory.

Frank Pyers is a thick-set, muscular man of 
about 30 years, who was formerly a brakeman 
on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, He 
married to Lillie Bradshaw in 
On January 30, last, he follow 
the house of her mother in South Baltimore, 
and there, in the course of a family unpleas- 
antness, he knocked her down and kicked her, 
She was in a delicate condition at the time, and 
her ill-treatment produced a miscarriage.

and imprisonment asa penalty 
, and was sentenced yesterday 
to six months in jailand to receive fifteen 
lashes. Henry A. Myers was convicted ofa 
similar offense, and on Monday last was sen- 
tenced by Judge Stomart to twelve months’ 
imprisonment and twenty lashes, and but for 
the fact that his counsel interposed a motion 
for a new trial, Myers would have had the dis- 
tinction which Pyers received te-day, when he 
was soundly thrashed by Sheriff Airey witha 
rawhide, namely that of being the first white 
man in Maryland to be publicly flogged. Less 
than twenty-four hours interwened between the 
passing of.the sentence by Judge Fisher yester- 
day and the execution of this part of it this 
morning. The first man to suffer this penalty 
in Maryland since the e of the law in 
188% was Charles Foote, colored, who, in Janu- 
ary, 1884, réceived seven lashes. The present 
whipping post, at which Pyers received his 
— ment to-day, was not then finished, and 
oote"was flogged while handcuffed to an iron 
railing in the main hall of the city jail. 

Sheriff Airey left his office inthe old Court 
House at 10:45 this forenoon, followed by a 
dozen reporters. He wore a white lawn tie, 
and carried two rawhides in his hand. On the 
way to the jail he met Dr. Donovan, a promi- 
nent candidate for Sheriif at the next election. 
They shook hands, and Sheriff Airey offered to 
the aspirant for his office an opportunity to as- 
sume at once its duties. Dr. Donovan declined 
the honor, and did not attend the flogging. 

The central hall of the jail, in which the flog- 
ging took place, is a large, airy place, with a 
cast-iron floor and a large fountain in the cen- 
tre. The corridors and cells extend in both di- 
reetions from this hal!, and are separated from 
it by polished steel gratings. In the southeast 
corner of this place stood the whipping post, 
now to be used for the first time. It was made 
by two prisoners. It is painted black, and the 
metal trimmings are of polis steel. 
A square t 64 feet high stands 
nearly in the. middle of a flat platform 
rai about six inches from the floor. Two 
arms project a little more than the — of a 
man’s reach on either side of an upright at an 
angle of about thirty degrees. These arms are 
made to slide to accommodate the height of 
the culprit. They are provided with shackles 
for the wrists, to be adjusted tightly by thumb- 
screws. Two steel bands are adjusted to the 
lower of the upright, intended to bind 
tightly at the ankles and’ just above the knees. 

At 11:15. Warden J. T. Morrison pounded a 
gong, which must have sounded like a knell to 
the wretched expectant in ceil 106. Prisoners 
who were moving about the corridors ES a te 
out of sight, and presently Deputy Warden 
Shea appeared with the culprit. Pyers is five 
and a half feet tall and thick set. He wore 
trousers, a tobacco colored flannel shirt and 
a railroad brakeman’s black cap.

He moved quietly 
and with apparent nerve to the bla. . whipping 
post and stepped upon the low platform Ata 
sign from -+-Warden Morrison he pulled his 
shirt off over his head and stood bared to the 
waist, patiently observing tae preparations for 
his punishment. The arms of the post were 
lowered to the height of his armpits and his 
wrists were manacled; his legs, too, were pin- 
ioned, and his face was turned to one side awa 
from the Sheriff, his cheek, samewhat blanched, 
resting against the upright. Pyers stood mo- 
tionless, his fists clenched and the splendid 
muscles of his arms and shoulders tightly 
strained.

ARIZONA CLIFF-DWELLERS. 


Discovery of Houses Carved From 
Solid Granite. 
From the Tucson Star. 


A Star reporter encountered at the t the 
other evening, Deputy Sheriff Jonny wiley 
of Wilcox, Cochise County, who was en route 
to San Fransciseo, In conversation with the 
the reporter, the deputy from Cochise re- 
ferred to a recent pilgrimage he made to the 
Rio Bonito country in pursuit of a band of 
cattle-thieves. He describes the coun 
visited as being almost de&titute of 
inhabitants, portions of which have never 
been invaded by white intruders, 
except, perhaps, by desperate men whose 
crimes have driven them to seek safety which 
this terra incognita grants. In one of the deep 
canyons of the Rio Bonito, perched upon one 
of its sides, some seventy or more feet from 
the river-surface Mr. Orowley discovered a 
number of deserted habitations of the - 
historic cliff-iwellers. From the bottom of the 
eanyon looking up toward the cliff-houses a 
series of ove tad been hewn or cut in the pre- 
cipitous side of the granite wall, by means of 
which the now extinct race were enabled to 
make their entry and exit to and from their 
places of abode. The houses consist of caves 
excavated in the wall, che external openings 
being large enough to admit the passage of a 
man ina stooping posture. Each house has 
only one room, ranging in size from ten to 
twenty feet square. efront of the dwell- 
ings, or that side which looks down upon the 
canyon, is about one foot in thickness, and is 
in ail cases pierced with small orifices, which 
purposes of ven- 


may have been designed for 
tilation, or possibly used as port holes thr ough 
which the inmates def themselves from 
attack. 

Asin all probability the builders of these 
eerie habitations were entirely unfamiliar with 
the use of the high explosives now in vogue.

wall was occomplished becomes a question of 
much inverest.

The Crack Gambling Establishment 
of London, 
From the New York Sun.

Wrecking of Three Trains on 
the M. P. R. R. 


The Washington Accommodation 
Narrowly Escapes a Collision, and 
an Express Train Shares the Same 
Good Fortune. 


Little things are Hable to de overlooked, and the 
action of Mre. John Miller of Gendale, who by the 
simple waving of ber bonnet last Satumiay evening 
averted ap accident that might have resaited in a 
serious loss of lifa, will probably have deen forgot- 
ten by the parties most directly Imteresved before 
this item appears in typa, Mra Miller is the wife 
of Professor Haight’s gardener, and Professor 
Haight ts the proprietor of the Glendale 
Boys’ School, which is located on the high 
ground within the railroad curva, about a half-mile 
from Glendale Station, The lady came to the door 
of ber little home abent 6 oclook Saturday after- 
noon and jooking west saw two trains coming side by 
side on the parallel tracks that pass the Haight prop- 
erty. She had heard the Washington accom modation 
train's whistle a few seconds before, and a glance 
toward the east showed that the accommodation 
was approaching ata high rate of speed. Calling 
her hitule boy, she sent him running in the direction 
of the East boned treine with instructions to signal 
them. Thea she ran herself to the high bank over- 
hanging the curve, and. as Mr. John T. Field of 
the Granite Mountain Mining Company expressed it, 
began wiidiy waving her sua bonnet at the engineer. 
He reversed the engine and immediately put ou 
the air brakes. The passengers knew nothi 
of their danger, and though some were surpris 
br the oe they got, there were few inquiries 
about the sudden stop, and no alarm. The dan- 
ger was, however, greater than could be imagined.

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DEATH AND DESTRUCTION. 


The Terrible Work of the Recent Storms 
at Various Points. 

LEXINGTON, June 22.—A tremendous storm swept 
over this city late on Saturday night. The walis 
and roof of the calaboose were blown down, and 
the Superintendent, Jesse Hamlett, was seriously 
injured. His wife escaped with a few bruises 
The Missouri Pacific round-house was wrecked. 
The wind likewise tore down the front of the 
Transfer Company's stables, From all surrounding 


points reports continue to come in of floods and 
wash-outs. 

At Glasgow considerable damage was done by 
the wind. Trees, porches and outhouses were 
blown down. The brick blacksmithing establish- 
ment of Alex Lewis was completely wrecked. The 
rear portion of H. C. Grove’s drugstore was blown 
in, and the upper story of the Pythian Hail building 
was carried away. J. ©. Wilson, @ traveling ayent 
for the Sandwich Wire Binder works, at Peoria, 
was found dead in his bed at the Glasgow Hotel, 
buried beneath a debris of bricks and mortar. 

At Chillicothe the damage from the storm is 
roughly estimated at $20, The bell tower of 
the school building was carried away and the bel! 
feli four stories to the basement. . H. Gale, the 
livery stable keeper, lost his entire stock, including 
hearses and carriages, which were shattered by 
the failing walls.
